the interstate commerce was organized. 


It ought to be a non-partisan body 


made up of the ablest men that the 
country contains. 
They should have 


salaries sufficient to attract such men 
to the work and keep them at it. The 
law ought not to undertake at lirst to 
b~ too specific or extensive in the pow- 
ers grunted to it. The I! rat duty of such 
a commission would be to study the 
question and get information. For that 
purpose little more would he required 
than power to cull for reports. 


Then, as the result of such study nnd 


investigation, the commission could sug- 
gest further legislation—that other pow- 
ers be granted, and what they should be. 
In tliis way the work ot. the commission 
would develop from year to year and 


- the law would be developed from year 


to year. 


History of Commerce Body. 


This is precisely the history of the 


interstate commerce commission. In 
nearly all its annual reports it has sug- 
gested some legislation, and that legis- 
lation „ -icrnlly has been enacted. The 
law creating 'the interstate commerce 
commission was an epoch-making law. 
The laws which have followed it, based 
on the recommendations of the commis- 
sion, which were the result of study and 
experience, form, u body ot laws under 
which our railroads and other corpor- 
ations engaged in transportation have 


brought under '. • complete eoa- 


rol of law. 


A similar process can be applied to 
he great industrial corporations. 
It 


vill be a. tedious process, as has been 
he case with .the railroads. But iu my 
opinion there is jw other way to ac- 
complish the re;-It. It can not be done 
olTluiud by a statute. 


Oii that subject I .- >.y say that I do 


not think it is -wise to attempt to 
amen'i the 
S>lieriuau. auti-trust 
law. 


With the construction placed upon it by 
the supreme court it seems to me to 
meet the e"-e as perfectly as it can. be 
met by a statute. It has been iu force 
u lony time uud has been the subject 
of many judicial decisions. 
To under 


take to replace it uo\v by another 
tatute would produce what a great 
English judge once said would follow a 
change iu the. statute of frauds—it 
would throw the whole law iuto cou- 
1'usiuu. 


v Would Add New Acts. 


It would be wise, 1 think, to follow 


the'suggestion of President Taft and 
enact now some ancillary or supplement- 
al statutes for the pui^ use of giving 
better effect to the principles oi the 
anti-trust statutes as it stands. The 
most important of these mentioned Dy 
him is a statute making it unlawful to 
cut prices to a ruinous exteut for the 
purpose of destroying competition. Thut 
is oue of tliu ways in which a monopoly 
is built up—lirst reduce prices to ruin- 
ous iigures and then, 'when competition 
has been destroyed iu that way, put 
them buck to u point 
that will re- 


imburse the losses incurred.

They 
are to the little individual industries of 
a generation ago what the railroad was 
to the old-fashioned, stage coach. 


We must have them to achieve the 


highest social and industrial progress, 
but we must regulate them as we have 
regulatefl the railroads and in substan- 
tially tlio same way.
